Exjwf DMZ 
fo Stay Calm

DONG HA, Vietnam (AP) - 


Despite a rash of action along 
the demilitarized zone, allied 
commanders still expect South 
Vietnam's northern frontier to 
remain as relatively calm as it 
has been for the past 10 monthsi 


They say there Is no Indica* 


tion of Increasing enemy infil 
tration through the six-mile 
wide buffer zone nor have there 
been signs of North Vietnamese 
troops massing for any new of* 
fensive. 


Intelligence officers for the 


South Vietnamese 1st Division 
say they have located only three 
enemy battalions with some 
1,000 soldiers operating along 
the southern rim of the DMZ. 
These battalions have split up 
into companies or platoons "to 
harass us and keep an eye on 
us," one officer said. 


American Marines just south 


of the zone fought hard battles 
Thursday and again Sunday in 
which 27 Americans and 138 
North Vietnamese were report- 
ed killed. But Marine and South 
Vietnamese officers character- 
ized these fights as attacks of 
opportunity and did not foresee 
any sustained action, 


They added, however, that 


Quang Tri Province, which bor- 
ders the DMZ, is still threatened 
by an estimated four to six 
North Vietnamese regiments— 
perhaps 20,000 men- stationed 
along the northern edge of the 
DMZ. 


On guard against them are 


about 22,000 allied troops: near- 
ly 15,000 U.S. Marines of the 3rd 
Marine 
Division 
who patrol 


from 
Con Thien west, 2,000 


South Vietnamese troops man- 
ning the 12 miles from Con 
Thien to the coast, and 5,000 ar- 
mored soldiers of the U.S. 
army's 5th Mechanized Division 
based at Quang Tri City as a re-

force. 


There has been speculation 


that American strength will be 
reduced, forcing a redeploy- 
ment of some of the units in the 
four-regiment South Vietnamese 
1st Division.

series of five Indian-head 
devices to appear on a coin 
of the United States. James 
Longacre introduced the idea 
with his daughter dressed in 
the feathered headgear of 
an Indian princess on the 
gold dollar and $3 coin of 
1854, and the Indian-head 
cent of 1859. 


This 
Saint-Gaudens 1907 


eagle preceded the Bela 
Lyons Pratt quarter and 
half - eagle Indian - head by 
one y e a r a n d Eraser's 
Indian-head nickel was the 
last in 1913. 


While this particular de- 


sign was anything but a 
smashing success with the 
public, President Theodore 
Roosevelt found it to his 
liking and l a u d e d the 
sculptor and the design by 
claiming it to be the first. 
really beautiful coin worthy 
of this country. In defending 
Saint-Gaudens' application of 
an Indian headdress on a 
non-Indian female, Roosevelt 
said, "Most of the criticism 
is based upon the assump- 
tion that only an Indian could 
wear a feathered headdress, 
and that the head of Liberty 
ought to have a Phrygian 
cap, a Greek helmet or some 
classic equivalent. Now, of 
course, t h i s is nonsense. 
There is no more reason why 
a feathered headdress should 
always be held to denote an 
Indian than why a Phrygian 
cap should always be held 
to denote a Phrygian. The 
Indian in his own way sym- 
bolizes freedom and a life 
of liberty. It is idle to insist 
that the head or figure of 
Liberty shall only appear in 
the hackneyed and conven- 
tional trappings which con- 
ventional a n d unoriginal 
minds have gradually grown 
to ascribe to her." 


This liberal analogy did 


not extend to the sculptor's 
choice of inscriptions. Roose- 
velt flatly refused to accept 
the public demand for some 
reference to the Deity on our 
coinage 
and 
ordered 
the 


motto "In God We Trust" 
removed from the reverse, 
an act that brought forth un- 
favorable 
comment 
from 


both 
church 
pulpits and 


political platforms. 


However, 
Congress won 


the s e c o n d round after 
Roosevelt left office by im- 
mediately o r d e r i n g the 
motto restored to the gold 
quarter-eagle, the half-eagle, 
the eagle and the Lincoln 
cent. There is a noticeable 
departure from normal prac- 
tice in that the edge of this 
coin was first struck with a 
wire or knife edge.

Preschool Checkup 
Is Wise Move for Child 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


SHORT RIBS 


In a few weeks, some 17 


million children will be go- 
ing to school. Unless your 
school provides a physical 
checkup for all pupils, this 
is a good time for you to ar- 
range for such an examina- 
tion. It is especially impor- 
tant that the vision and hear- 
ing be checked because any 
deficiency in these functions 
can make school a night- 
mare for your child and 
might even make a pupil 
with normal intelligence ap- 
pear to be mentally retarded. 
: It is important, too,.-, to 
make sure your child has 
had all the immunizing shots 
and boosters he should have. 
If he expects to go out for 
vigorous sports, a doctor's 
certificate may be required. 
In any case, you should get 
your doctor's O.K. before 
letting him participate in 
football, 
baseball, 
basket- 


ball or hockey. 


If this will be your child's 


first year in school, it is es- 
sential that he be reassured 
that you are not trying to 
get rid of him and that you 
still love him very much but 


part of growing up so "he 
can be smart like daddy." 


If your child is to ride a 


school bus he must be taught 
to obey the rules designed 
for his safety. He should 
leave home in time to allow 
four or five minutes before 
the bus arrives. While wait- 
ing for the bus, he should 
stay back from the street 
and not indulge in horseplay 
with the other children. On 
the bus, loud shouting and 
roughhousing are out as they 
distract the driver. All talk- 
ing should stop when the bus 
approaches a railroad cross- 
ing so the driver can listen 
for 
a 
train. 
Your child 


should keep his books and 
packages on his lap or on 
the floor under his seat- 
never in the aisle. He should 
never put his head or hand 
out the window. He should 
not tamper with the first-aid 
kit, emergency doors or oth- 
er bus equipment and he 
should get off the bus quickly 
without crowding or pushing.

After a rainstorm, Vernon 


Ogilvie 
spends 
the night 


driving and looking for walk- 
ing catfish out for roadside 
strolls. 


Vernon, a biologist on the 


staff of Florida's Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion, is an expert on this 
land-prowling menace. 


His current opinion: the 


walking catfish, a former pet 
tropical fish gone wild, is 
more of a threat than ever. 


Its habitat has increased 


until it encompasses 
West 


Palm Beach where Ogilvie 
resides. There is evidence 
that the species nested pro- 
ductively this year and he 
finds a new wave of juve- 
niles. 


In the fish's mobility lies 


its threat. Earlier reports 
were that it invaded land 
using its p e c u l i a r air- 
breathing apparatus in order 
to satisfy its voracious ap- 
petite. From the frequency 
of observation by the public 
in the spring, it appears also 
that the catfish uses its wrig- 
gling land locomotion to hunt 
out sheltered waters for 
spawning — thus increasing 
its range. 


Clarias batrachus (its sci- 


entific name) can grow as 
long as 18 inches. It is a 
bully, subduing the more val- 
uable native fish. It is even 
hard to poison in a body of 
water because it can simply 
walk away. It sleeps days, is 
active at night. 


Tennessee 
is w o r r i e d 


enough for its game and fish 
commission to take up the 
subject of erecting defenses. 
Bob Burch of the department 
says Tennessee weather is 
probably cold enough to keep 
what was originally an Asian 
tropical fish from getting 
through Tennessee winters. 
But they're t a k i n g no 
chances. 


One strange note. The 


walking catfish is a valuable 
beast right at this stage. 
Vernon Ogilvie is so busy 
sending the ones he captures 
during his night forays to 
other biologists who want to 
study them that he can't re- 
peat an earlier test on 
whether the fish is tasty on 
the platter. 


He said he fried a few 


early in his research and 
that he's sure most people 
would prefer the domestic 
catfish 
now being raised 


widely in southern commer- 
cial ponds. 


Four thousand c a t f i s h 


farmers sold 12 m i l l i o n 
pounds of channel cats and 
blues last year and the crop 
is expected to go to 52 mil- 
lion pounds in 1972. Fran- 
chisee! chains of catfish eat- 
eries are sprouting. 


The domestic catfish has 


its own invasion going. The 
United Fruit Co. accumula- 
ted brood stock and is trying 
to raise catfish as a farm 
crop in Central America. 


Maybe 
there 
isn't 
too 


much danger from Florida's 
walking catfish. Already in 
this country we have a fish 
that, when the whim hits it, 
comes ashore for a stroll. 


Scientists report the fresh- 


water eel frequently makes 
excursions on land in moist 
grass for considerable dis- 
tances, the p u r p o s e s of 
which are not understood. 


Big eels can be met on 


pond paths in the East. This 
is a giddy encounter not 
e a s i l y forgotten by the 
human involved though the 
eel still goes about its busi- 
ness, breeding in the ocean 
yastness, spreading its float- 
ing larvae and remaining a 
fairly good citizen (though 
slimy).
